We remember this scripture in connec- 
tion with the rich young ruler and then 
we notice the approach that was made to 
Christ, ““Good Master.” It seems that the 
man had a tendency to put just a little 
flattery in his speech. But then again we 
hear the Master say with a little rebuke, 
“Why callest thou me good?” or rather, 
Why are you trying to puff me _ up?

Let us not forget that while Secretary Hull and the diplomats 
of our greater American countries are gathered together in dis- 
cussion of the Monroe Doctrine (America for Americans), 
striving to bring about plans for the political salvation of our 
countries, that Brother Ingram is meeting with representative 
groups of Western Hemisphere people who see the need of or- 
ganization and good government. May we suggest as a slogan 
for this campaign “AMERICA FOR GOD AND HIS PEO- 
PLE.” These missionary campaigns should be backed by the 
prayers of the entire Church of God.

An unknown city missionary led Jerry 
McAuley to Christ, and this drunken, 
staggering river thief became a mighty 
power for God in the city of New York. 
The pastor of the Fifth Avenue Presby- 
terian Church said that Jerry McAuley 
had more power for God and right in that 
great city than any man who ever lived 
there. When this one died people came 
from miles around to see him. They placed 
flowers so high on his casket until the 
whole pulpit and platform were covered. 
Only eternity will reveal the results of 
this one winning one. 

Harry Monroe led Mel Trotter out of 


drunkness and shame to Jesus, and this 
drunken barber became one of the great- 
est mission workers the world ever saw. 

A man about whom little is known, an 
almost illiterate speaker at a very small 
meeting, led the mighty Charles Spurgeon, 
about whom the world knows much, to 
Jesus Christ. And while we scan down 
the line and mention a few individuals 
with determination, who fell in line for 
God, we must not fail to mention some of 
our brethren (here we need the history 
of the Church), who strove and walked 
the mountains of Georgia, Alabama, Ten- 
nessee and the Carolinas, and the sands of 
Florida and other states, who hazarded 
their lives, worked and lived hard, but 
with a determination that only God could 
give. Thank God, they pioneered the way 
and made it possible for the younger pas- 
tors to have a much easier time. Yes, 
where the old war horses walked and 
sweated, the preacher of today can ride. 
Where they were penniless and often hun- 
gry, the preacher of today in lots of cases 
draws a good salary. Thank God, the work 
was done, the Church set forth, and when 
the gates of hell swing closed they can ex- 
claim, We prevailed not because these 
good and faithful servants lived in the 
will of God. And when I think of such 
determined individuals as were many of 
our pioneers ministers whose names I can- 
not call now, I am made to bow my head 
in reverence to God and thank Him for 
such men and the great Church of God.

This is proving a blessing 
and is very much appreciated. We do not 
have as many ministers and members in 
New Mexico as in other states, but they 
are as good and they love the Church of 
God, its teachings and its program as 
much as if they had thousands of mem- 
bers and hundreds of churches, and they 
are proving this by their work. 
Speaking of works, it takes real hard, 
honest labor to make any showing in that 
section. You cannot leave it for the other 
party to do, but everyone has his or her 
hands full with his own obligations and 
responsibilities. Just to visit them for a 
few days and enjoy the fellowship of the 
Spirit, as well as genuine Southwestern, 
out-on-the-range hospitality, will enrich- 
en your experience and cause you to desire 
to humble your heart. 
OKLAHOMA 
From New Mexico we motored to Ok- 
lahoma. Oklahoma is not so far west, but 
it is the very heart of the Southwest, and 
is enjoying one of its most prosperous 
years for the Church. New churches and 
buildings were reported, although all 
buildings were not new but they have 
been deeded to the Church of God this 
year, and that makes them new to us. The 
state camp meeting and convention was 
held at Maud, where we arrived Thurs- 
day afternoon, July 18. We found the 
largest crowd there that we ever had for 
a weekday service and the tabernacle was 
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filled to overflowing at night, with good 
altar service. A number prayed through 
to the Lord. No wonder, for the over- 
flowing power of the Holy Ghost was 
working in the hearts and lives of the 
saints. They were overflowing with the 
love, joy and power of God. Every de- 
partment of the Church came in for 
some consideration, but as usual, the mis- 
sion spirit seemed to be foremost in the 
minds and plans of leaders as well as laity, 
the result being an offering almost three 
times that of other years. This is as it 
should be, for the main purpose of an or- 
ganized church is for the preservation and 
spread of sound doctrine.

It is not only a 
pleasure, ,but a blessing, for it keeps our 
hearts tender and souls breathing a word 
of prayer that God may send forth la- 
borers to the harvest, for truly the fields 
are white and laborers are few. Time is 
limited and souls will soon be ushered into 
the presence of God, therefore, everyone 
who has the call of God upon his heart 
should make preparation to cut loose. 
Hear the call and then heed the command 
to go. If God has called you, you need 
not be afraid of Him for He says that 
He “is able to do exceeding abundantly 
above all that we ask or think, according 
to the power that worketh in us.” Eph. 
3:20. If you can make up your mind to 
consecrate your heart and allow the gos- 
pel principles and teachings to work 
within your life and make it your daily 
prayer that you may be each day what 
you are trying to tell others they should 
be some day, then God will be under ob- 
ligation to take care of you, and He will 
not let you down. The sparrow does not 
fall without His notice, and even the hairs 
of your head are numbered. Cut loose and 
go out for God and His Cause, then when 
the harvest day will have come you can 
come rejoicing, bringing your sheaves 
with you. Amen.

GOOD NEWS FROM BRAZIL, AN 
OPEN DOOR

Our last article, “Semper Fidelis,” June 
22, was written on board ship in Rio de 
Janeiro. As the T. E. S. “Argentina” 
sailed out through the world-famous 
land-locked harbor, past the “Sugar Loaf” 
mountain, and another series of peaks 
known as the “Five Fingers of God,” the 
sun was just setting behind the hills. This 
superb scene with its brilliant coloring 
is the most admired in the world, yet we 
got to see little of it going out as dark- 
ness quickly follows sunset, there being 
little or no twilight to speak of. We lined 
the rail waiting to see the lights turned on 
the giant statue of Christ. With Mt. Cor- 
covado, a 2,300 feet, jagged peak, outlin- 
ed against a black sky, there was little else 
left to view. The image of “Christ the 
Redeemer” is forty-eight meters high 
(about 160 feet) and it stands on the 
summit of Corcovado. When the lights 
were flashed on it appeared as a white- 
robed figure descending from Heaven 
and a chorus of “‘awes” went up from our 
party, made up mostly of missionaries. 

The scene was indeed very inspiring but 
for me there was a tinge of sadness con- 
nected with it, knowing, as I did, that 
this statue was all the Christ many of 
them know anything about, and to think, 
moreover, that the reformation which I 
represented was born in the revival fires 
that characterized the closing of the 
eighteenth century; to be more exact, 
the first class was formed nearly fifty- 
four years ago and not even one mission- 
ary in Brazil, the fourth largest country 
in the world, and such a needy field with 
the door still swung wide. But time flies, 
your servant can count twenty-one sum- 
mers that have gone by since taking up

Thus, in this 
hemisphere do we see the Germans hard 
at work. In this connection it might be 
well to state that this week the Hon. 
Martin Dies, head of the Congressional in- 
vestigating committee bearing his name, 
stated that there was more “fifth col- 
umn” activity in this country today than 
there was in certain foreign countries 
when they fell. “Boring from Within” is 
the method employed today. Dies said he 
has irrefutable evidence that this was 
true. He also said that every military se- 
cret of our own War Department was 
well known to both the communists and 
nazis in this country. Of course, the com- 
munists and nazis are working hand in 
glove at the present time. To say the 
least, strong measures must and will be 
taken to prevent sabotage and kindred 
deeds in this country.

I have 
quoted the foregoing items from three 
various sources that you might see the 
definite trend of the peoples of America 
in these troublous days. With all the un- 
certainty and chaos and despair prevalent 
throughout the world, the thousands. are 
more interested in a ball game than they 
are in their eternal well being. LOVERS 
OF PLEASURE MORE THAN LOV- 
ERS OF GOD. I would say, as a rough 
estimate, that one-half of those in attend- 
ance at the ball game are nominal church 
members, nominal Christians. 

I quote from LIBERTY issue for July 
27, an article by Pierre Van Paassen en- 
titled “HOW HITLER REGIMENTS 
SEX”: “Womanhood is industralized in 
Germany today. The Feuhrer has decreed 
that maternity is a state function, sub- 
ject to production regulations like any 
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part of the planned economy of Third 
Reich. Sex has been regimented no less 
than the airplane industry. Love is now 
mechanized and runs on a twenty-four- 
hour schedule, with the slogan, GER- 
MANY NEEDS CHILDREN.” ..... 
Until about a year ago the emphasis was 
placed on marriage, the founding of a 
family. Today, it is motherhood as such, 
without regard to marital status, that is 
being stressed. No longer is the illegiti- 
macy of children held up as a disgrace. 
On the contrary, it is shrewdly presented 
as indicating German womanhood’s over- 
zealousness in obeying the Feuhrer. The 
nazi regime is systematically revolution- 
izing the German tradition of family 
life. IN THE PROCESS IT IS DE- 
STROYING GERMAN MORALITY.” 
Yes, under the dictator regime sex morals 
as well as other virtues are given the 
laugh. The article mentions things more 
revolting than those which I have quoted. 
Let this be a warning to God-fearing par- 
ents, of all political faiths, to steer clear 
of any form of dictatorship or perpetua- 
tion in power of any group. 

The July 27 issue of COLLIERS 
MAGAZINE carries a very timely article 
by Walter Davenport, famed writer of in- 
ternational affairs. He predicts that the 
winner of the present European war will 
be FAMINE. He says: ‘“‘Famine followed 
Hitler through Europe. One by one as na- 
tions fell before his man-reaper, con- 
quered people sat down to starve. This 
winter Germany will eat the wheat of 
France and the Danube, the cattle of 
Scandanavia, the pork of the low coun- 
tries. But at her doors millions of her hu- 
man prey may die the most horrible death 
of all. The writer goes into rather intri- 
cate detail as he describes crop failures in 
one country after another. He quotes 
from the files of Herbert Hoover, head of 
the relief set-up for those stricken coun- 
tries. Mr. Hoover’s report says: “Almost 
seven million of these people are on the 
verge of starvation and one thousand 
of them are dying daily for want of food.

someon it is not necessary to give an 
explanation concerning these head- 
ings, yet I should like to have you 
remember that unless God blesses, all our 
concerted efforts are in vain. But since 
God is blessing, it is necessary for our 
ministers to work with God. Then, too, 
with God blessing and the ministers 
working with God, if this were all, the 
great plan of God would be greatly 
thwarted, for a very few could have His 
favors; therefore, all of us can readily 
see that the laity’s loyal efforts are abso- 
lutely necessary to make possible the work 
that God has planned for men to do in the 
rescue of lost humanity. However, with 
the ministry and the laity working to- 
gether with God, most favorable results 
are sure to follow in the natural conse- 
quence. 

First I wish to say the month of June, 
1940, breaks all previous records on the 
number of ministers reporting and the 
number of conversions. This June report 
shows 2,065 ministers reporting, preach- 
ing 17,417 sermons, resulting in 4,300 
conversions, 2,276 sanctified, 1,662 filled 
with the Holy Ghost, and 1,527 added to 
the Church. Comparing June, 1940, with 
June, 1939, one year ago, the records 
show that 365 more ministers reported, 
preaching 1,231 more sermons, with 1,- 
205 more persons converted and 756 
more sanctified, also a gain of 506 filled 
with the Holy Ghost and a 392 increase 
in additions to the Church, over the same 
month last year. Comparing June, 1940, 
with June, 1938, there is an increase of 
665 more ministers reporting, with 4,260 
more sermons preached than for the same 
time just two years ago. For 1937 the 
records show there were only 2,784 con- 
versions compared with the 4,300 this 
month, 1,439 compared to the 2,276 who 
were sanctified this month, and only 1,- 
045 in June, 1937, compared with the 
1,662 which received the Holy Ghost this 
month. 

For these nine months of this Assembly 


year we have received 17,459 reports from 
our ministers, which show there have 
been 140,102 sermons preached, result- 
ing in 26,667 conversions, 14,103 sancti- 
fied, 10,489 filled with the Holy Ghost, 
and 14,491 added to the Church. This is 
indeed wonderful, dear ones. These re- 
ports are only made possible by our work- 
ing together with God. 

Comparing this Assembly year with 
last Assembly year, for the nine months, 
we find that 1,713 more reports from 
our ministers have been sent in this year 
compared with last year, showing an in- 
crease of 4,870 sermons, with an increase 
of 2,487 members more than we had for 
the same period last year. But here is one 
thing for our ministers to remember, that 
it is constantly taking more sermons and 
harder efforts to win people to definite 
experiences with God. For the entire last 
Assembly year, the law of average forced 
our ministers to preach six sermons to get 
one person converted, ten before one is 
sanctified, thirteen sermons before one is 
filled with the Holy Ghost, and thirteen 
sermons to get one added to the Church. 
While the ratio has changed a very little, 
yet we see that it is constantly becoming 
more difficult. 

Remember our Assembly year will soon 
close. The revival season is on. Lost men 
everywhere need God, especially in these 
perilous times do they need to make peace 
with God and follow His wise counsel. 
Do pray, everybody pray, that this will 
be by far the greatest year in all the his- 
tory of the Church of God, in rescuing 
thousands and thousands of people for 
God.—J. H. Walker, General Overseer.

MUSIC AND THE CHURCH OF 
GOD BIBLE SCHOOL 

| yc several years the Bible School did 

not have a regular music instructor 
but in the year 1930 Rev. J. H. Walker, 
who is now our General Overseer, 
who had taught in the school for three 
years under T. S. Payne, became the su- 
perintendent of the school. Under his 
management the school had a very re- 
markable growth. Being very much in- 
terested in music, Brother Walker secured 
the services of Professor Otis L. McCoy, 
a graduate of Vaughan Conservatory of 
Music, of Lawrenceburg, Tennessee, and 
later Music Editor of the Church of God, 
to head the music department of the 
school. In this department theory, sight

singing, voice, and instrumental music 
were taught. The term that year was 
opened with a music normal and many of 
the young people of Cleveland and near- 
by cities attended, together with a large 
number of the regular students who at- 
tended that year. This was, in reality, the 
beginning of the great improvement that 
has been so marked in the singing of the 
different local churches, for since the 
time that a regular vocal instructor has 
been employed in the Bible School, young 
men equipped with a knowledge of sight 
singing and training in voice, have gone 
forth to the different states and taken a 
great part in the advancement of the sing- 
ing in their fields of labor. 


The first quartet organized in the 
Church of God Bible School was one 
known as the Number One Quartet. They 
traveled extensively in the early days of 
their activities, and were well recognized 
as great singers. Later there was organ- 
ized a quartet known as Number Two. 
This quartet was called Number Two 


only because it was organized after the 
Number One Quartet. Each of these 
young men played instruments, which 
added greatly to the interest they created. 
Their travels were very extensive, far ex- 
ceeding those of the Number One Quar- 
tet, taking them into most every state 
in the Union. Their services were in de- 
mand and they stayed intact until Cupid 
brought about a division, however they 
are still active in singing in their various 
localities. 

The Burnett Sisters, a trio of Texas, 
have had wide recognition wherever the 
Church of God has been preached in this 
nation. They are also a product of the 
Church of God Bible School. 

This past year a Bible School trio has 
been working in the state of West Vir- 
ginia and has been doing a notable work. 

There are many quartets and trios, as 
well as individuals, that have made good, 
who have acquired their knowledge of 
music and their ability as singers at the

work in the vineyard of the Lord, and 
with so little done and so much to do, 
with time so short, oh! so short! The 
Apostle Paul spoke about “redeeming the 
time” for, said he, “the days are evil.” 

Brazil is a country where there is ab- 
solute freedom of worship. You may go 
on the street corner or any place else and 
preach the gospel without fear of being 
molested. There are many turning from 
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Roman Catholicism in search of more 
truth. Don’t you think we ought to stir 
ourselves and make a move forward? 


MEETING THE CHALLENGE 

Santos was our next port of call where 
we disembarked, with a view to making 
a missionary survey of the country. There 
we found a Pentecostal church with 
about eight hundred members, where they 
received us with open arms. They have a 
fine brick-stucco church that seats about 
1,200 and I had about 1,000 to preach to 
the first night, speaking in Spanish. A 
brother tried to interpret in Portuguese 
but the two languages are so much alike 
his service was not really needed. Having 
studied Portuguese also, communication 
has been fairly easy, gradually eliminat- 
ing the Castilian (Spanish). These people 
have a fine brass band, and my! can they 
play and sing too. I wrote Brother Walk- 
er, the General Overseer, that although 
I was “way down under” on the globe, 
I felt like I was on top of the world, 
walking in air. Time and space will not 
permit going into detail about how God 
has led. Suffice to say, He is going on be- 
fore and I can almost hear about 80,000 
of you dear ones joining in with a mighty 
chorus, ““Where He leads me I will fol- 
low.” Some can give, others may go, and 
all can pray, and prayer is the greatest 
asset to any Christian mission. 

OUR OPPORTUNITY 

Santos is an important seaport, and has 
a population of about 150,000. From 
there we went up to the capital of the 
state, Sao Paulo, a city of about 1,000,000 
inhabitants, situated on a rolling plateau 
about 3,000 feet above the sea. From there 
we went on into the hill country some 
distance. Missionaries from the various 
nominal churches have answered the call 
and have done a great work, paving the 
way for the preaching of the full gospel. 
Later on Pentecostal missionaries from 
Sweden opened up the work here and now 
I understand there are hundreds of 
churches established with thousands of 
members enrolled. The movement is 
known as The Assemblies of God in 
Brazil. There are a great many other 
Pentecostal missionaries here, including 
some from the Assemblies of God in the 
U. S. A., yet there is a great need for 
more missionaries, with thousands seeking 
consolation in spiritualism and kindred 
doctrines. 

Brazil has a land area larger than the 
U. S. A.; to be exact, 3,290, 564 (?) 
square miles of territory. It is a land of 
extremes. Wealth and poverty go hand in 
hand. Also there is a strange mixture of 
modern and ancient things to be noted ev- 
erywhere. The United States dollar is 
worth about 22 milreis, which is greatly 
to our advantage. We have a missionary 
couple here who are offering their serv- 
ices and the use of a printing press they 
own, so we may publish the gospel in Por- 
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tuguese. We have about 44,000,000 Por- 
tuguese speaking people here in Brazil. 
Spanish is spoken in all the other coun- 
tries of South America except the 
Guianas, and with further reference to 
the Spanish work, we have wanted to 
open a printing plant to publish our lit- 
erature in Castilian. Yesterday’s mail 
from U. S. A. brought a letter from a 
brother in a larger Western city, offering 
his services along with the use of his 
printing establishment. Praise God for 
the doors of opportunity opening to us.

Nicodemus was a ruler of the Jews and a 
great man of the Pharisees and the other 
young man could have been a loyal presi- 
dent of the Y. P. E., but there was a price 
to pay. Thank God for His Son Jesus, 
who had a real quality that was en- 
shrouded about Him and the devil could 
not touch Him with pomp and splendor, 
money nor anything that his world had to 

offer. 

I have noticed on many occasions a sin- 
ner down in the gutter of sin, a drunk- 
ard perhaps, stooped in vice and iniquity, 
who would come to some little, humble 
Church of God altar and be converted, 
and in just a short time he would take 
better care of his personal appearance, 
his face would take on a better look than 
it had before. This means that the glori- 
ous gospel of the Lord Jesus Christ and 
the quality that was in Him as a man has 
been shed abroad in the heart of another 
human being, and that there is nothing 
cheap about Him and His wonderful love. 

There was a certain individual who one 
time had an experience’ with God and 
there was a good sound quality to his ex- 
perience, but now he has gone from the 
Church, Satan has stolen his joy and in 
its place put a cheapness. The things that 
he does do not have the same power, the 
clothes are becoming cheap looking, he 
doesn’t have that Christlike look in his 
eyes any more, his voice has lost that com- 
manding quality, all because God has 
gone out of his life. How sad it is when 
we have lost the quality of a Christlike 
experience. 

Ministers, do you know of any one in 
your church like that? If so, it is your 
duty and responsibility to restore his con- 
fidence in God. In St. John 6 we see 
where Christ was declaring His divinity. 





Even His disciples turned back and would 
not follow Him any more for in the 53rd 
verse He declares, “Except ye eat the 
flesh of the Son of man, and drink his 
blood, ye have no life in you.” I imagine 
they thought He was a fanatic and said 
one to another, “Is this not he the car- 
penter’s son?” but there were a few who 
recognized the quality that was in His 
manner of speech, and followed after 
Him. 

Then He goes on to tell us that it is 
the spirit that profiteth and not the 
flesh, but we are to partake of His body 
that knew no sin and the cleansing blood 
that sanctifies us from all unrighteous- 
ness. 

Let us for a moment look back and 
consider the circumstances surrounding 
the heritage of the man who is the Son 
of God. In St. Luke 2:7 we see for the 
first time just a glimpse of the humble- 
ness of the wonderful one, “.... 
wrapped him in swaddling clothes, an 
laid him in a manger.” 

Oftentimes we hear someone say that 
he did not have a good beginning in life, 
“so what is the use of striving for a closer 
walk with God?” but we never heard Je- 
sus complain about His “lot” in life. As 
we look over His childhood days, we see 
the sneers of the neighborhood children 
and hear the many hard things they 
would say about His birthright. The Jews 
believed Him to be an illegitimate child 
and claimed He was born out of wedlock 
as most of the Jewish race claim today, 
and as Paul the Apostle when he came 
down to Corinth found those who did not 
know whether there be any Holy Ghost, 
so were the Jews then and now. They did 
not understand about His glorious birth 
through the power of the Holy Ghost, 
and in these persecutions just as He did 
on that fateful day when He stood before 
Pilate, He uttered not a word. Oh glory 
to God! the quality of that was His 
throughout His lifetime! How long could 
we have held out against the same ad- 
verse conditions? 

Brother and sister, do we have the qual- 
ity of a born-again experience? Can we 
honestly declare to the world that we are 
seeking the Father’s will, and not the pop- 
ularity of this world? Are we getting our 
share of the bread of life? Let us strive to 
regain that quality in our churches that 
was in Christ, and to partake of that man- 
na that came from Heaven in more abun- 
dance, that we might have right to the 
tree of life.
